For four hours the Mackies sat on 
their settee while the Arabic all but 
capsized, shipped tons of water and 
seemed on the verge of sinking at 
every blow from the waves. 

Bleod Everywhere. 

“Tt was a desperate scene,” Mac- 
kie said, “We were unable to get up 
from the settee because of the vio- 
lent pitching of the ship. There was 
bidod everywhere. Tables, chairs ard 
passengers were piled indiscriminate- 
ly in a shifting heap from which 
members tried to extricate them.” 

Shovels were lost under a slide of 
coal in the Arabic stockhold when 
the big wave hit. The stokers kept 
steam up by passing coal by hand 
into the red furnaces. It was a dan- 
gerous job requiring the stokers to 
approach close to the furnace doors 
to hurl in what little coal they could 
carry in their hands. The boat kept 
np a steady bouncing -reainst the 
waves that conld at any time have 
east a stoker into his own furnace, 
head first. 

Joseph Hirsh, of Chicago, was 
sleeping on “D” deck when the wave 
hit. He was catapulted through the 
partition of his stateroom into that 
of W. Taylor. a member of the 
ship's band. Taylor became uncon- 
scious when Hirsh’s body’ crashed 
against his. Hirsh was not seriously 
injured and is able to walk, though 
his head and arms are bandaged. 
Mrs. Hirsh was in the cabin with 
her husband and may have to be re- 
removed to a hospital. Their cabin 
was on the starboard sire, near 
where the wave struck. 

No Meals on Ship. 

Seventy-five of 616 passengers 
abdard the Arabic were treated for 
hurts of varying seriousness before 
the vessel reached New York. The 
passengers praised the actions of 
Captain Hickson and his crew. 

The Homeric was not damaged to 
the extent of the Arabic and appar- 
ently was not in the exact track of 
the hurricane. One of the Homeric’s 
life-boaf$ was stove in and while 
the blow lasted the ship’s speed was 
reduced to three knots an hour, Cap- 
tain George Metcalfe said the seas 
were mountainous, The storm was as 
bad as any he had ever seen. 

There were no_ regular meals 
aboard the Arabic from the time the 
wave crashed into her side Tuesday 
afternoon until she reached dock 
Wednesday evening. Sandwiches were 
passed among the crew and passen- 
gers and there was a liberal and fre- 
quent ration of whisky all around. 
assencers who landed Wednesday 
cot their firsth ot meal in more than 
twenty-four hours when they stepped 
ashore.

3. ‘That money was the sole mo- 
tive back of the murder. 

4. ‘That both Loeb and Leopold 
were found wholly sane and respon- 
sible by the physicians who examined 
them. 

5. That the defense attorneys and 
alienists themselves, as provided by 
their own statements embodied in the 
Bowman-Hulbert' report, said’ that 
heredity and ancestry had nothing 
whatever to do with the murder. 

New Surprise in Store. 

It was some astonishing assertions 
made by defense physicians that he 
found in the Bowman-Hulbert report, 
coupled with the fact that practical- 
ly all of Tuesday afternoon had been 
a series of arguments between Crowe 
and Darrow that caused the state's 
attorney to prolong his speech. He 
had not finished when court suspend- 
ed until Thursday morning. Crowe 
hopes to finish his closing argument, 
the last in the hearing to determine 
mitigating circumstances, by Thurs- 
day, but there is no certainty that he 
will do so. At the end of the day 
Wednesday he at once plunged into a 
mass of documents relating to the 
case, and he intimated that he might 
produce another surprise in court. 

“This fantasy defense was neces- 
sary because Loeb and Leopold were 
trapped like rats and they built up 
a defense to fit the case,” Crowe 
shouted. “I submit that this is a dis- 
honest defense. 

“All this stuff about dreams and 
glands and such is pure perjury, per- 
jury with a purpose from lying A&lien- 
ists on the stand to the report made 
by the defense alienists that they 
didn’t think would fall into my 
hands.” 


Names Crime by Inference. 


Crowe then said that the unre- 
vealed acts of Richard Loeb, charac- 
terized by defense physicians as “A, 
‘-B, C and D,” might have caysed even 
¥hose alienists to chaYige their testi- 
mony. 

“IT would not be surprised if Loeb 
had not beaten those doctors to it— 
the doctors who know all abouf 
glands, and had experimented with 
glands before they did,” Crowe said. 
He was referring to the mutilation 
of Charles Ream, a taxicab chauf- 
feur, who after the youths had con- 
fessed to murder, identified Loeb as 
one of two men who had kidnaped 
him and performed an operation on 
his hody. 

Pounding the bench with his fists 
Crowe shouted about some of the 
hitherto secret testimony in the case. 
Which, he declared, was what “the 
mysterious alphabetical letters re- 
ferred to.” 

Leopold Blackmailed Loeb. 


“I will show beyond a doubt that 
Leopold knew of these four crimes of 
Loeb and that he blackmailed him 
for his own sinister purposes,” the 
prosecutor exclaimed. 

Crowe wanted to get more explicit. 
He wanted to call things by the real 
names. He wanted to tell Justice 
Caverly and the whole world just 
what the things were that had been 
whispered in the courtroom day after 
day. But the judge stopped him 
twice, and told him that he was get- 
ting perilously close to things not fit 
to be talked of before a mixed court- 
room. 

“Loeb wanted to kill Leopold be- 
cause he knew of these four crimes, 
and finally, he wanted to involve him 
in something so that he could get 
something on him and then break 
with him forever,” the prosecutor 
said, 

Crowe read portions of the Bow- 
man-Hulbert report to substantiate 
most of his assertions. Loeb was 
much affected by these questions. Sev- 
eral times he leaned forward anxious- 
ly and consulted with his lawyers. 
Leopold did not appear particularly 
disturbed.

The way of the transgressor is get- 
ting harder.

Shumate, of the Atlanta 
traffic bureau. ULieutenant Shumate, 
for these many years a leading mem- 
ber of the department hired by the 
city of Atlanta for enforcement of 
law and order, and himself an up- 
standing example of a law-abiding 
citizen, Wednesday became entangled 
in the toils of the law.

/3¥j.—Naval officers and sailors, Es- 


kimos and half-breeds, trappers and 
newspaper correspondents, in brief, 
the whole temporary population of 
indian Harbor, turned expectantly 
today toward Ice Tickle, a narrow 
passage of sheltered water amid the 
reefs and islandy of Hamilton inlet. 
Tickle is an Indian word, meaning 
a narrow passage between Islands, 


‘end this one, which is one-half mile 


wide at its marrowest, has been 
chosen as the landing place for the 
American fliers in the last hop of 
what is virtually the last leg of their 
globe-girdling flight. It is one clear 
spot in water sown’ with perilous 
reefs, shoals, breakers and tide rips. 

The navy has taken every possible 
precaution against the fliers missing 
Iee Tickle. The surrounding hills, 
reefs and islands have been marked 
with flags, signal posts and lights. 
When the time for the fliers’ arrival 
nears, smoke beacons will be sent up 
at important points. Ten camps at 
which food and hot coffee is kept in 
readiness have been scattered along 
the inlet, and, against the possibility 
of the fliers being forced out of their 
eourse by the northwest wind, an 
emergency landing place has been 
provide:l Cartwright, 42 miles 
southward. 

One Dangerous Condition. 

There is one dangerous condition, 
however, that no man can forestall. 
At this time of the year, Hamilton 
inlet is visited by a kind of mirage, 
called “I.ooms” by the _ fishermen. 
Ghostly mountains and bergs, long 
lines of mauve-colored cliffs, wraiths

In the order named, 
the cruiser Milwaukee. the destroyers 
Coghlan, McFarland; Carles, Ausburn. 
Lawrence and the cruiser Richmond 
are stationer between Greenland and 
Labrador. Each is responsible for the 
fliers’ safety se long.-as they are in 
Weather reports. from In- 
dian Harbor will be radioed.along the 
line and the fliers signalled by means 
of huge board letters displayed on 
the ships decks. These letters are 12 
feet long and a foot wide. An “T.” 
indicates unfavorable weather, an “H” 
danger. 

No Craft Allowed Inside. 


No craft hut service boats and Ad- 
miral Maegruder’s gig will be allow- 
ed in Ice Tickle when the fliers land. 
Lieutenants Smith and Nelson will 
be taken aboard the Richmond, if the 
eruiser reaches Indian Harbor as 
planned. The planes will be snaffled 
to 40-foot mooring lines and light- 
ed with six anchor “lights. The me- 
chanics will stay aboard grooming 
them for the jump to Hawkes Bay. 
While the airmen are resting on the 
Richmond. the destroyers of the con- 
voy will be racing south, 42 miles 
an hour, to take up their positions 
for the next jump. 

Indian Harbor is filled with In- 
dians for the first time since 191 
when the flu epidemic took terrible 
tolls of their number. Many of them, 
as well as the trappers, have ven- 
tured from the interior wilderness for 
the first time. No one is more con- 
cerned with the coming of the fliers 
than Peter Wilson a trapper, who 
drove his 70-dog team to Ice Tiekle 
to see for himself whether these stor- 
ies of men that fly are true. He 
has never seen even a wheeled ve- 
hicle. The story is current among the 
Edkimos chat the great auk—last 
seen in Labrador in 1850—has -re- 
turned, now carrying men.

THE TRUTH ABOUT IT.

Ferguson over the Ku Klux Klan in 


Texas is of national importance. 

Following close upon the victory 
of former Governor Walton over 
the klan in Oklahoma; the klan de- 
feat in Arkansas; the unmistakable 
directness of John W. Davis’* de- 
nunication of klan activities in pol- 
itics; the action of the New York 
convention, and other klan reverses 
where that organization has at- 
tempted to influence activities with- 
in the democratic party, there can 
be only one unbiased conclusion, 
and that is that the klan is not now 
and cannot again be made a factor 
in the democratic party anywhere 
in this country.

1 wish he could bave heard 
our friend Billy, with the elephant 
cough from a plug of _ inspissated 
cerumen in the external auditory 
meatus, as they might say in Boston. 
He'd have to admit that ear coughs 
do happen. Considering all the nce 
or nasal coughs that do nut come 
under the immediate observation of 
the physician at all, at least not as 
the chief complaint which brings the 
patient at last to the doctor, and the 
very large proportion of every-day 
coughs in children, which are of 
nasil origin and. which do come under 
medical observation, [ dare say the 
rate of error in diagnosing such 
coughs is nearer fifty per cent. Many 
an infant with a nasal cough due to 
voryza is treated for bronchitis, and 
many an older child with a_ nasal 
cough from adenoids or from adenoid- 
itis or from chronic rhinitis,, is plied 
with cough medicines and expecto 
rants which can have no remedial 
effect in such conditions. When a 
doctor takes the pains or trouble te 
examine the patient properly, which 
means that the patient must be strip- 
ped to the waist, he is unlikely te 
make any serious error of diagnosis. 
It is the rough and ready kind of 
practice that returns most of the 
errors. And it is surprising what a 
large proportion of people demand 
the rough and ready kind of practice 
and will not have no other. The very 
Boston doctor I have just quoted 
said on another’ occasion: ‘The 
doctor's lie is always detected.” Not 
in this world. I have told at least 
a thousand that have not been detect- 
ed to date. If one may hazard gn 
estimate, probably not over 2 per 
cent of a competent physician’s lies 
are detected here on earth, and that’s 
a lucky thing for the people he Nes 
to and for. 

It is rather harmful to suppress or 
eheck a couch in most cases. Instead 
we should endeavor to aid the cough. 
Most of the popular cough medicines 
contain ingredients which are intend- 
ed as expectorants, that is, to pro- 
mote the expulsion of mucus or other 
secretions from the throat and chest, 
but the quantities of the expectorants 
in the usual cough medicine formula 
are too small to be of any real servy- 
ice, and the inevitable opiate, nar- 
cotic or nerve sedative in the popular 
cough mixtures prevents any expect-

Found. 


Sketches, battle plans, letters, es- 
says and short stories from the hand 
of the great Napoleon § have been 
found in Czecho-Slovakia, according 
to reports from Prague. ‘The letters, 
S11 in number, constitute the Corsi- 


can’s correspondence with ar Alex- 
ander I of Russia and the king of 
Prussia. The sketches include some 
crude caricatures of such famous his- 
torical figures as Marshal Ney, “the 
pravest of the brave; Murat, Qnteen 
Hortense, Pauline, sister of Napoleon 
and the emperor of Austria. Inthe 
collection is also the death mask of 
Napoleon, thought to be the original 
one taken by Dr. Antommarchi on 
St. Helena. When placed on display 
in a shop window in Prague for in- 
spection by the public, the sidewalks 
became impassable on account of the 


crowds and traffic was interrupted, 
so that the mask had to be removed. 
The most curious part of the discov- 
ery is that all the papers and details, 
15 boxes of them, now must be 
shipped to Berlin and not to Paris for 
Adentifiecation, for Professor Kirchei- 
sen, of the Berlin university, is the 
greatest living authority on Napole- 
onic research.
